San Francisco Society and Boiled «nlons. 
i'tw Y ork, November 23d.—'The Telegram 
thicks San Francisco society ia getting par­ 
ticular. It says : In the chaste purlieus of 
Nob Hill it is usual to tUvor the menu of ele­ 
gant light dinners peculiar to the aristocratic 
neighborhood with more than a suspicion of 
French. San Francisco society has accord­ 
ingly been moved to its center by the an­ 
nouncement that one high-toned authority 
has ventured to print on a menu the name of 
boiled onions. That the blue blood of de­ 
scendants of Forty-niners should cnrdle in its 
veins at this offense is not surprising, but 
what staggers the ordinary mind is that such 
a parvenu vegetable as the onion should be 
admitted at all to the tables of select San 
Francisco society. 
Fremont's Life Insurance 
N ew Y ork, November 23d.—A subscrip­ 
tion paper has been started, with probably 
fl 000 from Geueral Grant, to purchase $50,• 
000 anruitv for General Fremont in the 
Equitable Life Insurance Company, which 
would viola him 87.000 annual income. 
About $13,000 so iar has been subscribed, 
principally by New Yorkers. The fund is 
designed as a recognition of Fremont’s early 
and splendid servicie in the opening of Ore­ 
gon and California to American pioneers. 
Californisns will be asked to contribute. 
Colonel Porter, of the American Hank Note 
Company, who married Fremont’s niece, is 
engineering the movement. 
Hicks rasba'a Defeat. 
New Y ork, November 23d.—General C. 
P. Stone, formerly of California, now known 
as Stone Pasha, says, respecting Hicks 
Pasha’s defeat: “ The Soudan is as important 
to Egypt as the upper Mississippi is to the 
lower. Hicks Patha’s disaster must not there­ 
fore he regardrd as the conclusion of the holy 
war for the False Prophet, bnt the latter can­ 
not be crushed with Egyptian and Arabian 
soldiers, for they are paralyzed by supersti­ 
tion and awa whenever they confront him in 
battle, aud his victory will increase the terror 
with which they regard him.” Doubts are ex­ 
pressed here of the reliableness of the report 
that Hicks Pasha’s army is wholly annihi­ 
lated. 
An Arizonan Arrested. 
C hicago, November 23d.—Captain Antoine 
Pellitier, of Prescott, A. T., stopping at the 
Tremont House, has been arrested on a war­ 
rant charging him with obtaining by false 
pretenses $-r>00 and divers other large sums of 
money, aggregating several thousand dollars, 
from Warren E. Pitney, of this city. A re­ 
porter saw Captain Peilitier and Delegate 
Lune at the Tremont last night. They were 
of the opinion that nothing should be pub­ 
lished regarding the arrest of Captain Pelli­ 
tier, and that the whole scheme was one of 
extortion. They did not believe he ever re­ 
ceived any money at all fr-m Pitney. Pelli­ 
tier declined, however, unlike Pitney, to give 
the details of their transactions. Pitney says 
that altogether Pellitier has obtained many 
thousands of dollars from him. Pellitier is a 
noted character. He ia the inventor of the 
pavement which bears his name. He has 
been all over the world, has commanded ar­ 
mies and navies of greater or less force, has 
been concerned in an attempt to capture a 
South American State, has been condemned to 
death three times, but escaped by an unusual 
combination of circumstances, and had a 
claim for S2 500,000 damages, backed by the 
United States, against Hayti, when the re­ 
volt there put an end to his hopes. In Bhort, 
he is a most versatile and brilliant soldi-r of 
fortune. A couple r.f years ago he interested 
Pitney, so the lat'.sr says, in his pavement, 
and on the strength of that and various ex­ 
traordinary representations he succeeded io 
borrowing, in all, about $12,000, which be 
has since failed to pay. One of Pellitiei’s 
representations io the letter from Prescott, 
A. T., cf September 24th lai-t, is to the effect 
that he had secured a contract for the pave­ 
ment of the entire City of Mexico with his 
pateut. a i| he gross sum of $50,000,000, of 
which $4 000,000 wete to be paid at once to 
enable him to begin the work of preparation, 
and $5.000,000 had been deposited with 
United States Consul Navarro at New York 
to secure machinery and men. Pellitier ar­ 
rived here a day or two aco, and, as he made 
no Rigus of paying Pitney s claim, the latter 
iiad him arrested. 
Barbarity at Sea. 
N ew Y ork, November 231.—Captain J. 
Slocum, a typical Yankee in appearance, and 
the master of the bark Northern L’ght, made 
c-mplaint yesterday before Commissioner 
Shields against Henry Arthur, mate of the 
vessel. The log of the vessel was a r cord of 
continual difficulties, in which the Captain 
and ctew appear to have indulged. In the 
c -urse of the voyage Pi the Pacific Arthur 
was successively third mate, second mate, 
first mate, and a prisoner in irons. The Cap­ 
tain asserts that Arthur assaulted him with 
a pistol. 
When 
the 
Marshal went 
aboard the vessel to take Arthur, he 
found the pu-on-r ehnckeled hands and feet, 
and chained to a stanchion in a boarded-np 
hole about six or eight feet square. Hv means 
of a sledge-hammer and chis-d the rivets were 
knocked out of the handcuffs and shackles. 
The prisoner, when dragged out of the hole, 
the stench from which was sickening, had on 
no other clothing than an undershirt covered 
with vermin. The Marshal sent for clothing 
for Arthur, who was cariied on deck, where 
he trembled like a leaf. His eyes protruded 
from their sockets, his face grew purple, and 
it was some time before he recovered snfli- 
ci-ntlv to be taken ashore. Arriving at the 
station-house, he fainted from weakness and 
inanition, 
Bfllglous Revival. 
C h ica g o, November 23d.—The Doth/ New* 
Danville (111.) special says: The moist re­ 
markable religions revival in the history of 
eastern Illinois was practically brought to a 
close last night. It waa conducted by the 
K?v. Thomas Harrison, the "boy ” preacher, 
and haR been in progrese six weeks. During 
that time there have been about 1,000 per- 
80us converted. 
Frank .lames Dying nr rnnsiim ptlon. 
C hicago, November 23d.—Frank Jamee is 
reported to be dying of consumption. A visit 
to him disclosed the fact that he is losing 
flesh rapidly. He says he will die before the 
Courts reach a settlement in his cise. He is 
also penniless, and hia cell is no longer richly 
furnished aud upholstered aa it was a year 
ago. He is awaiting trial at Gallatin for the 
robbery of the Missouri Pacific express train 
in 1S81. Dick Liddell and the Ford brothers 
are the only members left of the gang, who 
can be used as witnesses, and they are all 
under a cloud themselves. 
D aring Bobbery. 
Fort Benton (Mont.), November 23J.—A 
daring robbery occurred last night at T. C. 
Power & Brother’s store. About 11 p. M., 
while Mr. S^ark was clearing up the work of 
a heavy day’s business, he was asked by two 
strangers, who called at the rear door, the 
price of a ticket to St. Paul. On being in­ 
formen, Price, one of the tren, said: “ I’ll 
take a first class ticket,” pulling ont a $100 
bill and presenting it to Stark. The latter 
opened the drawer to make chanee, exposirg 
a number of bills. Just as he did so, with 
his back to the strangers, he was dealt a 
blow back oi the ear and knocked partly 
d .wr, followed quickly by another, that sent 
him to the floor nnconecion*. Tne robbers 
took about §700 from the drawer, and made 
tbeir escape before Stark revived. Officers 
are io pursuit. Stark ia pretty severely in­ 
i jnred, and has been confined to his room all 
' day. 
¡*nlt for Divorce. 
C hicago, November 23d.—Ellen Reed, 
wife of Charles H. Reed, counsel for the 
assarsin Guiteau, to-day began suit for di­ 
vorce, on the ground of failure to support. 
Reed was formerly State’s Attorney in Chi­ 
cago. 
Cbaafly Rrllr In Evidence. 
J o lie t (III.), Novembar 23L—Ia the trial 
of convict Mooney for the murder of a fellow 
convict named Anderson, it waa found neces­ 
sary to sever Andersen’s head from his body 
and bring it iutc ourt, in order to ehow the 


character of the wounds. Mooney was con­ 
victed, and tie head placed in Jail in the 
basement of the Warden's house. Mooney 
has secured a new trial, and it ia now dis­ 
covered that Anderson’s head has mys­ 
teriously disappeared. It is believed tnis 
will render another conviction impossible. 
The Death Penalty. 
Locdon (Teno ), November 23i.—Andy 
Taylor, the last of the three notorious 
brothers, was executed at 3:15 p. m He 
maintained the same indifference to the last, 
and refused to converse with a minister. He 
ate his dinner with much relish. At 2.30 he 
was taken from jail, and mounted the gallows 
with a firm step. When asked if he wished 
to address the crowd, be said he did not have 
“ aG — d— word to say.” He was entirely 
unmoved on the gallows. After the noose 
was adjusted, he said to the Sheriff of Hamil­ 
ton county : “ G— i — yon, I could drink 
your heart’s blood." The drop was sprung at 
3:15, and he died of strangulation in nine 
minutes, and was cut down at 3:27. The 
crowd was orderly, and the gallows screened. 
This was the first private execution that ever 
took place in the State. 
To nivbt. three hours after the hanging of 
Andy Taylor, Bill Williams and John Mc­ 
Kee, both white, becameinvolved in a quarrel 
with some negroes, and Williams was struck 
on the head with a atone and hhrekull crushed. 
It is thought he will die.

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France an d China 
CHICAGO, November 23J.—A special Paris 
cable says : Marqnis Tseng, iu an interview 
with a correspondent, denies that the Chi­ 
nese have evacuated Bacnimh. He eaid : 
“ Instead of having evacuated Bscciruh, we 
have largely reinf ireed the Chinese strength 
there. I am makiDg my last effort to avoid 
war, and at present consider failure certain. 
I have began preparations looking to the 
near departure of the entire Chinese Em­ 
bassy from Paris.” Late last night the mem­ 
bers of the Chinese Lmb-ia-y completed 
preparations to leave Paris. What was prob­ 
ably their last communication with the Gov­ 
ernment of France was the delivery of the 
ultimatum of the Chícese that an attack on 
Bacnimh will be regarded as a declaration of 
war. All the powers have received an in­ 
formal notification of the del-very of the ul­ 
timatum, and it is considered probable that 
the Embassy has private notification that the 
French have already marched upon B tcnimh, 
and that war may have actually commenced. 
The ultimatum waa delivered by Marquis 
Tseng to Prims Minister Ferry at a canter- 
ence which took place between the two yes­ 
terday afternoon, shortly alter the diplomatic 
reception by the Minister of Foreign Af­ 
fairs. The document is couched in the usual 
temperate and dignified tone observed in all 
cffiiial communications from China. In re­ 
gard to the present imbroglio, the document 
recites that the Chinese Government has 
done everything in its pawer to avoid war, 
and made all possible concessions, but that 
the demands of b’rance have been exorbitant. 
China will maintain her attitude and abide 
the result of her present action. 
P a r is, November 233.—The Chinese Em' 
baasador has informed the British For-ign 
Secretary that war is certain between China 
and Frauce. 
More Negotiation. 
_ P a r is, November 23d.—The Government, 
discussing the advisability of dispatching

Cairo, November 231.—Colonel CoetlogaD, 
with H'.cks Pasha, has sent a telegram from 
Khartoum to Geueral Sir Evelyn Wood, c ui- 
tinning previous reports of the disaster to 
Hick Pasha’s army. He says the whole 
country has risen. The Government has 
asked Baker Pasba to send 1,000 gendarmes 
from Suakim to help clear the desert, but 
Baker Pasha refused to send them, thinking 
they were required in unper Egypt. It is 
stated that Turkey has offered to send 20,000 
troops to re-establish Mussulman authority 
in Soudan. 
Intense excitement prevails 


everywhere in Egypt. The country is not 
safe above the second cataract of the Nile. 
The Khedive has ordered the evacuation of 
the military posts on the Blue Nile at d 
White Nile.

The success which 
has attended the efforts of Mormon mission­ 
aries, particularly in the manufacturing dis­ 
tricts, has led to a strong feeling of oppos;- 
tion, and an organized movement on a 
large scale has been set on foot to 
offset the influence of the polygamists. 
Many meetings have been held, particularly 
in the north of England, and a petition to 
the Crown praying for protection agaicst the 
evils resultant from polygamy, has been freely 
circulated and liherally indorsed. A commit 
tee to-d»y piesented this memorial to Glad­ 
stone, and solicited his official influence to­ 
wards abating the evil complained of. Glad­ 
stone received the deputation with a great 
deal of courtesy, and said that he fully ap­ 
preciated the importance of mitigat­ 
ing in some way the growing tendency to 
embrace a belief so foreign to the ordinary 
English mind.

poorer classes, and it wss generally «otee 
hupe of materia! benefit which induced pso- 
pie to fall into the arms of the Utah u.issioo- 
aries.

WEATHER PREDICTIONS. 
How little reliance there is to be placed 
in those who pretend to be able to foretell 
the weather of a season appears from the 
follow ing letter of the Chief Signal Officer 
of the United States to the New York 
Triltune. He says : it is absolutely im­ 
possible to predict a storm for more than a 
few days in advance. The information 
cannot be too widely distributed, thst no 
one can foretell even the general character 
of a coming season, much lees the occur­ 
rence of a particular storm in that season. 
It is possible that the advance of our 
knowledge may at some time enable us to 
predict the weather tor many days in ad­ 
vance, but this is not possible at the pres­ 
ent time. Meteorology is yet in its in­ 
fancy, and no line is yet abie to anticipate 
the occurrence of 
a meteorological phe­ 
nomenon for more than a few days—a week 
at the moat. If any one will take the 
trouble to verify the weather predictions 
which, iu these days, are so frequently 
made, by the actual weather experienced, 
he will find that about half of them are 
fulfilled and half fail. When a givtu pre­ 
diction is fulfilled, it is often made a mat­ 
ter of marked comment, while the unful- 
tillment of a similar prediction at another 
time is passed over in silence. The impres­ 
sion, therefore, prevails that reliance can 
be placed upon the foreca^ings cf weather 
prophets, but this impression will be re­ 
moved by auy cne who will give attention 
to the subject. A series of simple guesses, 
based upon no reasoning whatever, will 
come true in the long run as many times 
as they will fail. 
Until, then, weather 
predictions are fulfilled more times than 
they fail, they must be regarded as equiv­ 
alent to guesses and as having no value 
whatever. All predictions of the weather 
to be expected a month or more m advance, 
whether based upon the position of the 
planets, or of the moon, or upon the num­ 
ber of sun spots, or upon any supposed 
law of periodicity of natural phenomena, 
or upon any hypothesis whatever which to­ 
day has its advocates, are as unreliable as 
predictions of the time when the end of 
the world will come. 


HOW TO FALL A8LEEF. 
I had often noticed that when engaged 
in deep thought, particularly at mght, 
there seemed to be something like a com­ 
pression of the eyelids, the upper ones 
especially, and the eyes themselves were 
apparently turned upward, as if looking in 
that direction. This invariably occurred ; 
and the moment that, by an effort, I ar­ 
rested the course of thought and freed the 
mind from the subject with which it was 
engaged, the eyes resumed their normal 
position and the compression of the eyelids 
ceaeed. Now it occurred to me one night 
that 1 would not allow the eyes to turn up­ 
ward, but keep them determinedly in the 
opposite position, as if looking down : and, 
having done so for a short time, I found 
that the mind did not revert to the 
thoughts with which it had been occupied, 
and I soon fell asleep. I tried the plan 
again with the seme result ; and, after an 
experience of two years, I can truly say 
that, unless when something especially an­ 
noying or worrying occurred, I have always 
been able to go to eleep very shortly after 
retiring to rest. There may occasionally 
be some difficulty in keeping the eyes in 
the position I have described, bnt a deter­ 
mined effort to do so is all that is required, 
and I am certain that if kept in the down- 
looking position it will be found that com­ 
posure and sleep will be the result, It may 
be said that as the continued effort to keep 
the eyeballs in a certain position so diverts 
the attention as to free the mind from th** 
disagreeable subject with which it had bev.. 
engaged, eleep will follow as a natural con­ 
sequence. It is not improbable that this is 
to some extent correct ; and if bo, it is well 
that by means so simple and so easily 
adopted, such a desirable result can be se­ 
cured. But I think this is not the only 
nor the principal reason. The position in 
which the eyes should be kept is the nat­ 
ural one ; they are at ease in it ; and when 
there ia no compression of the lids or knit­ 
ting of the brows, the muscles connected 
with and surrounding the eyes are relaxed. 
This condition is much more favorable for 
sleep than for mental activity or deep 
thought.—[Chambers' Journal.

This story has lost something of its interest 
in this form, from the fact that it first ap­ 
peared as a serial. California readers, espe­ 
cially of the old time, very Daturally turn to 
any new product of Mr. H arte’a genius. They 
have a loyal attachment to their own. Mr. 
Harte was a California discovery, and here 
his ability had its early development—indeed, 
we are apt to reflect that the best efforts of 
his life were made here, it is a moot point if 
he has ever written anything so well Bince he 
left these shores as durir g the time be was 
with us. The Californian will be more and more 
inclined to this belief when he shall have 
read " la the Carquinez Woods." It is not 
Mr. Harte’s beBt work—it falls below a num­ 
ber of his previous efforts. It lacks that orig­ 
inality which once so characterized him. 
Terhaps this is dne to the fact that a peculiar 
style—that illustrative of the pioneer era and 
pioneer manners—has been so much indulged 
in by Mr. Harte that, when he abandons it, 
his work seemB less fresh to us, less vivacious 
and less original. The story is of Cali­ 
fornia.

not 
that 
California 
of 
which 
Mr. 
H arte’s 
stories 
generally 
treat. There are some rare good pen pictures 
in the boob, some finished work in scene 
sketching, some admirable touches of nature, 
but Iheee hang upon the volume as orna­ 
ments ; they are not of the story, and the 
theme doeB not depend upon them. The tale 
could have been told ana the interest main­ 
tained without this embellishment. 
The 
location of the scenes in California are within 
the probabilities, but the action is not. The 
theme moves upon a plane very like all Mr. 
H arte’s California stories, but the diction 
that gave them a peculiar attractiveness and 
concealed the defects of the work, is missing 
in this novel. It stands oat raw-boned and 
flesbless. In short, it is a thin work, the 
gruel of fiction. Then, tso, its character 
treatment is unreal—it goes into the depths 
for personalities to exalt, when in real life 
experience teaches us that such things are un­ 
true, that they are at the best phenomenal, 
and that even California ideals are not con­ 
jured from the abodes of degradation and 
crime.

This is one of the series entitled “ Biog­ 
raphies of Musicians.” It is an admirably- 
coD'pact and deeply-interesting st-ory of a ro­ 
mantic life.

From W. A & C. S. Houghton we have a 
package of holiday b< oks for little folks that 
are charmingly attractive. The resonicss oi 
art are heavily called upon in these days to 
contribute to the pleasure of children, while 
some of the most cultured of literary men 
&Dd women devote tbeir beet talents to their 
entertainment. Of the books to which the 
Houghtons invite oar attention, all are from 
the preBs of Lee 
k Shepard, Boston, 
and Charles T. Dillingham, New York. 
The first is one of Sophie May’s “ Flaxie 
Frizzle” stories, entitled " Flaxie’s Keilty- 
leen,” a small, neat volume, selling at 75 
cents. It is the sixth of the series, aod is for 
girls especially. It is a charming little story. 
The next in order is an 8vo vol, 81 25, by 
Hubert B. Dixon, entitled "Fore and A ft,” 
and is a Btory of actual sea life. It is for 
boys, of comse, and is full of information 
and interest. 
The narrative is plainly, 
simply presented, but with force and 
the charm of the gifted “ storv teller.” 
Another volume is entitled “ His Triumph,” 
and is by Mary A. Denison, an accom­ 
plished writer for "Y outh.” The book sells 
at ?1, and is a very interesting story, with 
the tone of purity and the vigor of right- 
thinking and elevated sentiments characteriz­ 
ing it. Among the volumes is a new 
one by Oliver Optic (W. T. Adams), con­ 
cerning whose ability there is no need 
to make rem ark; the boy world knows 
him too well for that. The volume, retailing 
at 81 25, is entitled “ Snug Harbor, 
or the Champlain Mechanic».” It is freely 
illustrated. Still another book for youth is 
by J. T. Trowbridge, and is entitled “ Phil 
and His Friends.” It is octavo, and sells at 
§1 25. It is an admirable Htory, well told, 
and teaches lessons that will benefit any boy. 
The name of the author is a guarantee for its 
purity. In one chapter (p. 221) we are told 
of a couragonn, manly and truthful act on 
the part of Phil, the hero, that makes the 
blood tingle, and that must inspire every lad 
who reads it with high resolves and a de­ 
termination to love the truth and adhere to it 
for truth's sake. "T he Bear Worshipers of 
Y eza and the Island of Karafuto,” is the 
title of an quarto book for youths, that comes 
to us from the same firm, and sells at 31 75. 
It is a continuation of “ The Adventures 
ot the Jewett Family and their Friend Oto 
N am bo.” It is by Edward Creey. It is pro­ 
fusely illustrated after sketches made by 
Japanese artists They are graphic and cor­ 
rect pictures. The text of the book is of 
strange interest and full of valuable informa­ 
tion. “ Our Boys in China” is the title of a 
quarto from the same houses, and sells for 
$1 75. It is a thrilling story of two yonng 
Americans in the China seas and the Em­ 
pire of China. It is by Harry W. French, 
and contains 1S8 fine illustrations. It gives 
interi »r glimpses of China in the form of a 
most attractive story, told with a view to in­ 
terest yonug people especially, but not devoid 
of interest for their elders. 
“ The Belle of A ustralia” is the title of a 
large Svo. volume, received from W . A. k C. 
S. Houghton, Sacramento, and selling at 
§1 50. It is from the press of De W olfe, 
Fiske k Co. The story is by W illiam H. 
Thornes. It is well enough told, but it is so 
w holly improbable as to destroy the interest 
the narative derives from the readiness of the 
author in dialogue and fsncy. 
It moves 
upon a plot which brings a young American 
just landed in Melbourne into all sorts 
of trouble because be 
is 
mistaken for 
an English Lord. As such he is absolutely 
com pelled to marry a woman his double had 
courted, and, despite his denials, is claimed 
by the bride, her friends and the police as the 
scion of an aristocratic house. H e marries, 
but at once reveals him self to and flies from 
his bride, makes a lucky hit in the mines, 
and has it fall to his luck to rescne his virgin 
wife from bushrangers. She at once falls 
in love with him in his real character, and all 
goes merry as a marriage bell. etc. There is 
altogether too much book about it for so thin 
and improbable a plot. In dialect writing, 
M r. Thornes is in no respect successful. H is 
attempt* in that line very much mar the vol­ 
um e. H is imagination outstrips reality and 
probability so far that we cannot advise any­ 
one to waste tim e in reading the bulky vol­ 
ume and certainly remarkable story. If the 
police of M elbourne are such precious idiots 
as Mr. Thom es pictures them , they deserves 
universal sym pathy for their misfortune.

The shades known as pigeon, Parma violet, 
shot with gold, Venetian red, and wood 
brown are those preferred for linings. It 
is possible to give great style to these pale­ 
tots by allowing the lining to show a trifle 
below all the edges ; sleeves, pocket, di- 
rectoire collar, and revers. Oae single row 
ef close stitching edges the whole garment 
and serves to keep the lining in dace and 
show only a flue line of color.—[New York 
Post.

A Benevolent Bird 
There is one very odd case of benevo­ 
lence of ODe animal toward another which 
shows that help ie often needed where least 
suspected. 
W ho would suppose that the elephant, 
with its great size and massive strength, 
could be in need of such aid as so insignifi­ 
cant a creature as a bird could give it ? 
Against such large animals as lions, 
tigers, and rhinoceroses it can defend itself, 
but against tiny insects, which it might 
crash under its feet by the hundred, it has 
no protection except what is given it by a 
little feathered friend. W ith such a thick 
skin as it has, one might well suppose that 
the elephant would have no trouble from 
insects ; but, in truth, it is the very thick­ 
ness of its hide which makes the small in­ 
sect dangerous. 
Ticks, wbich are abundant in all forests, 
work their way into the cracks in the skin 
of the huge creature, and as the skin is so 
thick they are enabled to bury themselves 
so completely that they cannot be scraped 
off when the smarting animal rubs against 
recks or trees. A differently constructed 
animal could use its teeth or feet to remove 
the aunoyance ; but for the elephant, there 
is nothing but suffering and torture, unless 
some kind friend lends a helping hand—or 
bill.And this kind is not lacking ; for no 
sooner are the little pests comfortably en­ 
sconced than a pair of small, bright, yellow 
eyes searches them out, and the next mo­ 
ment a pretty, orange-colored beak plucks 
them forth. The owner of the eyes and 
beak is a beautiful, snow-white heron ; 
small of body, but large of h eart; for it 
seems, in Northern Africa, at least, to 
have devoted its life to the benevolent 
work of watching over its monstrous pro- 
lege. _ 
It is a novel and beautiful sight to see 
the dark-skinned giant of the jungle stalk­ 
ing ponderously along, with as many as a 
score of these beautiful birds perched upon 
his back and head, busily working to free 
him from his little tormentors. And full 
well the elephant knows what he owes his 
benefactors. Not for anything would he 
harm them, ugly-tempered as he often is. 
Even when the sharp beak probes deep into 
the sensitive flesh, the great creature bears 
the paiu patiently, seeming to kuow that 
it is necessary. 
In South America there is a very beauti­ 
ful bird called the agami, or the golden­ 
breasted trumpeter. It is about as large in 
the body as one of our common bara-yard 
fowl, but as it has longer legs and a longer 
neck it seems much larger. Its general 
color is black, but the plumage en the 
breast is beautiful beyond description, be­ 
ing what might be called iridescent, chang­ 
ing, as it continually does, from a steel- 
blue to a red-gold, and glittering with a 
metallic lnster. 
In its wild state the 
agami is not peculiar for anything but its 
beauty, its extraordinary cry, which has 
given it the name of trumpeter, and for an 
odd habit of leaping with comical antice into 
the air, apparently for its own amneement. 
W hen tamed, however—and it soon learns 
to abandon its wild ways—it usually con­ 
ceives a violent attachm ent for its master, 
and, though very jealous of his affection, 
endeavors to please him by a solicitude for 
the well-being of all that belongB to hint, 
which may fairly be termed benevolence. 
It is never shut up at night as the other 
fowl are, but, with a well deserved liberty, 
is permitted to take up its quarters where 
it pleases. Iu the morning it drives the 
docks to the water and the chickens to 
their feeding ground ; and if any should 
presume to wander thpy are quickly 
brought to a sense of duty by a sharp re­ 
minder from the strong beak of the vigi­ 
lant agami. At night the faithful guardian 
drives its charge home again. 
Sometimes it is given the care of a flock 
of sheep ; and, though it may seem too 
puny for such a task, it is in fact qnite 
equal to it. The misguided sheep that 
tries to tritie with the agami soon has cause 
to repent the experiment : for, with a 
swiftness unrivaled by any dog, the feath­ 
ered shepherd darts after the runaway, 
and with wings and beak drives it back to 
its place, not forgetting to impress upon 
the offender a sense of its error by pecks 
with its beak. 
Should a dog think to take advantage of 
the seemingly unguarded condition of the 
sheep and approach them with evil design, 
the agami makes no hesitation about rush­ 
ing at him and giving combat. And it 
m ust be a good dog that will overcome the 
brave bird. Indeed, most dogs are so awed 
by the fierce onset of the agami, accompa­ 
nied by its strange cries, that they inconti­ 
nently turn about and run, fortunate if 
they escape unwounded from the indignant 
creature. 
A t ineal-timeB it walks into the house 
and takes its position near its master, 
seemiDg to ask for his caresses. 
It will 
not permit the presence of any other pet in 
the room, and even resents the intrusion of 
any servants not belonging there, driving 
out all others before it will be contented. 
Like a well-bred dog, it does not clamor 
for food, but waits with dignity nntil its 
wants have been satisfied.—[W ill Wood­ 
man, in St. Nicholas.

TIIK PRINCESS ALEXANDRIA. 
Whatever he may turn out to be in point 
of character, the young Prince is, in 
looks, the very image of his sweet-faced 
mother—the same large, lustrious eyes, the 
same even brow, on which calmness and 
gentleness sit enthroned, and the same ex­ 
pression of ingenuousness in the small and 
exquisitely-shaped mouth. This will help 
him in no small degree into public favor, 
for the Princess Alexandria is the idol 
of this whole realm.

He went there in obedience 
to the special wish of his father; but in the 
education of a Prince other things than 
the wishes of parents must be considered, 
and so, to prevent hard feelings between 
the two Universities, he will spend a few 
months further along at Oxford. Then, at 
the request of his royal grandmother, he 
will study at Bum, in Germany.

As to whether or not, 
m the event of his surviving bis grand­ 
mother and father, the young man now at 
I ambridge will ever »3cend the throne, 
much depends upon the course of political 
sentiment.

conspirators come. 
Tnat he claims to be 
a naturalized American is just now, for 
obvious reasons, rather against 0 Dinnell 
than in his favor, but I do not doubt for a 
moment that he will have a fair chance to 
rebutt the damaging evidence that has 
been given against him, and I feel quite 
sure that if he succeeds iu doing this he 
will be acquitted of the capital charge.

I learn, too, that the criticism to which 
the Established Church has been exposed 
respecting its ownership of public houses 
has had some effect. This body owns a 
drinking establishment of doubtful repute 
in a crowded London parish, and, a new 
tenant being wanted, the Commissioners 
have accepted ju9t half the rent they were 
offered by a brewing firm, on the under­ 
standing that it w’ill be closed as a liquor 
shop and turned into a bovs’ home. At 
the annual meeting of the United King­ 
dom Alliance, held recently at Manchester, 
and attended by several prominent M. P s, 
prohibition was announced to be the ulti­ 
matum of temperance hope for this coun­ 
try, aud, pending that consummation, local 
option was demanded. Mr. Gladstone was 
censure! for bis tardiness in giving legisla­ 
tive effect to a late Parliamentary resolu­ 
tion on the latter subject, and some of the 
M. P.’s declared that if the Prime Minister 
delayed much longer they would bolt his 
party. 
BREEZY MATRIMONIAL SEAS.

As soon as one 
or more keys are struck and re­ 
leased the strip of paper jogs 
on a space, so that if the five 
k eys are struck in succession the 
r. result will be a line like " B ” in 
margin. C imbiuations of these 
dashes struck with a single 
movement form the letters of the alphabet.

Words in common use are abbreviated 
by striking only the principal consonants.

It is not second nature, but 
first, so to speak, with her to carefully 
wipe every utensil, every dish, every tool 
that she picks up, and Bhe often washes the 
tips of her fingers as she turns from one 
matter to another. All drops and drippings 
are wiped from the table. 
IT IS SI Mr L V MARVELOUS 
To see her work with such large materials 
in such limited space with so little confu­ 
sion and untidiness, and, so far. absolutely 
no accident or failure. Her method is to 
read the hill cf fare and select, to begin 
with, the dish which takes the loDgest to 
prepare. This is usually a roast, a soup or 
sweet breads. She shows the ingredients 
just as the> come from the butchei s uands, 
and takes the claBS every step of the way 
to the serving of the article which is 
passed about among the hundred, when it 
carnes smoking from the raDge, until it is 
cold or eaten up by frei[Uent sampling on 
its progress round the room. Many of the 
dishes, most of them indeed, are eold. A 
salad that she made to day, a Russian 
salad, to be accurate, a perfect symphony 
in colors, white turnips, green peas, ma­ 
genta beets, and golden carrots, cut by an 
instrument into inch long bits the size of a 
girl’s finger, was so captivating that Miss 
Corson was obliged to meet the outburst of 
enthusiasm with the moderating intelli­ 
gence that the dish had been sold before it 
was made. 
She brings her own pots, 
kettles, saucepans, baking pans, larding 
needles and tools at large, with her from 
New York. All the pots and pans are 
copper, tinned on the inside, and her 
knives are of wonderful point and edge, 
which she does not hesitate to increase, 
when necessary.

A BOOK-TRADE BBCKET. 
What becomes of all the books is • 
question almost as hard to answer as what 
becomes of all the pins. The junkmen, 
being the real coroners of books, both good 
and bad, could tell the tale better than 
anybody else. But there is much wonder 
to know what becomes of many volumes 
before they find their way to destruction— 
to know why they are ever bought or sold 
at all. There is no need to explain the 
very few books whicn are written and 
bought to be read ; and first editions and 
rare volumes have a fictitious value which 
is well understood, for bibliomaniacs gen­ 
erally outbid the junkmen and postpone 
the inevitable day of “ old paper ” period 
a few years loDger. But while books are 
still new, what becomes of them ? Hun­ 
dreds of copies are published in this coun­ 
try every day and thousands of different 
books every year. Of course, only a small 
proportion of these books are read or 
meant to be read. If authorship or pub­ 
lishing depended entirely upon the patron­ 
age of readers, the number of writers and 
publishers would be very small. 
“ Of course,” said the smiling manager 
of one of the large up-towii retail book­ 
stores, “ there is a notion that books are 
made to be read, but really that is a notion 
that ought to be out of date. 
‘ ‘ W hat are they used for ? Well, largely 
as presents. 
Of course the Christmas 
presents are most all of this class, hut they 
are by no means all that are consumed as 
presents. Nobody ever reads a book that 
has been givtn to him. Y'ou see that ta­ 
ble. I count on selling every book on it 
for presentation within ten days. You see 
the birthdays of wives and daughters and 
sweethearts and preachers come all the year 
round.” 
“ Tnie article,” said a worldly-minded 
salesman in a religious book-store, “ is got­ 
ten up especially for the country preacher 
and Sunday-school men. 
I don't know 
whether they read them or not, but this 
style suits the trade ; and we know that 
precisely as dealers in calico know the 
tastes 6f women in Texas. We make a spe­ 
cialty of country Bibles. This make of 
•Holy Scriptures’ is a sure go at country 
weddings. No rural couple ever gets mar­ 
ried hut somebody presents such a family 
Bible to them. 
“ This design is a trifle more costly, 
more showy, too. It is made purposely 
for the Southern and Western pulpits. 
Now pulpit bibles are a capital article. 
They are almost always presented to tho 
church by somebody, and the more it coats 
the douor, the more blessed he feels to give 
it. And when a man has set his heart on 
making a present to a church, he don’t 
stand on price. Sometimes this article is 
made to order. I'll give you an example. 
A ifebrew clothing house, which does a 
considerable trade with a Methodist elder 
in North Carolina, got solid with his cus­ 
tomer and with the whole cbuich by pre­ 
senting a big Bible. We got the order, 
and I nope the people will get »a much 
profit from that Bible as we got.” 
“ W hat becomes of the books that are 
put on the market?” “ Well,” said abook- 
jobber, “ you know there is the Sunday- 
ecliool trade. I put my worst books off on 
them very often—f mean my worst selling 
bocks. Tnev are all good, you know, too 
good for the public, and the public don’t 
buy ’em. Whether anybody ever reads 
them or not I have no meaus of knowing.” 
But there are other ways by which the 
book market is kept moving besides the 
disposition of books as presents and stor­ 
ing tkern away in country libraries. They 
are used, as everybody knows, largely as 
furniture. Then they are sold by the vard. 
All retail book-dealers receive orders from 
rich people for libraries of such and such 
dimeusioue ; that is to say, enough hooks 
to fill so many shelves. In filling such or­ 
ders as those more atteneion, of course, is 
paid to bindings than to literary qualities 
of books. Many people order uniform 
bindings for the most heterogeneous eil- 
lectiona of books, ami others order differ­ 
ent bindings for different volaraee of the 
same work. Bioks are simply merchandise, 
and handled without reference to literary 
appreciation.—[Exchange. 


MAKING OF STEEL PENS, 


SUNDAY EA8Y-CBAIB. 


Nearly everybody uses steel pens, aud 
yet few are familiar with the method in 
which they are made so perfect and yet 
sold so cheaply. The Seientjic A nwrirnn 
gives the following interesting information 
upon the subject ; The steel pen is a mod­ 
ern invention, not many years having 
elapsed since it was introduced, and, like 
many other innovations, it met with much 
opposition and had a number of rivals. Of 
these the quill pen was the most formid­ 
able, and to this day the quills of geese arc 
used by some old stagers. Fens of silver 
and of gold, the latter especially, have 
been great favorites with those who admire 
much flexibility in a pen, and the handy 
self-feeders, such as the stylographic, have 
plenty of users. But, after all, the steel 
pen is the most generally used, and, unlike 
most inventions, the method of its manu­ 
facture has not been essentially changed 
or improved. The steel from which 
pens 
are 
made 
is 
the 
finest 
crucible cast steel rolled into sheets 
7-1000 of an inch thick. 
From this the 
blann-s are cut by means of a punch and die 
in presses worked by hand or foot, the 
operators beiDg girls. The sido slits in the 
pen, the central oval or semi-circular hole, 
the corrugations or embossings, the curved 
or semi-circular form to the originally fiat 
blank, and the stamp of the pen or the 
maker, are all formed and produced by 
similar means—the screw hand press or 
the lever foot press—by the use of punches 
and dies, each pen being handled separate- 
1?. These corrugations and slits and cen­ 
tral cuts are not merely faucifulprnaments, 
but are intended to adapt the pen to the 
user. Some want a resisting pen, very 
stiff and allowing considerable pressure 
without opening the nibs wide enough to 
make a heavy mark ; others a yielding pen 
that requires hut a touch to open the nibs. 
Tnen there are many degrees of these quali­ 
ties required, as well as differences in 
sizes; so that a single establishment 
makes no less than forty six styles of steel 
pens. 
Of course, cast-steel of such ex­ 
treme tenuity becomes .hardened by these 
succ-Bsive pressings and punchings, aud 
must be annealed. This is done by plac­ 
ing the blanks or unfinished pens, iu a cast- 
iron box, which is then covered by a larger 
box, leaving a space all around of half an 
inch or more, which is filled with ashes or 
tine charcoal. 
The whole is then sub 
jected to a glowing red heat for about two 
nours, aud allowed to cool. 
When an­ 
nealed these blanks may be rolled up by 
the fingers just like so many bits of tea 
lead, which they much resemble in soft­ 
ness. In heatiDg for hardening the same 
method is used—packing iu double boxes 
six or eight inches square—and when the 
pens are red hot they are poured into a 
tank of animal oil. 
\Y tien taken out 
from this hath they must be handled 
carefully, as they are not only st fl' 
and brittle, but crumbly ; they can be 
squeezed to minute fragments between 
thumb and ringer. They are then placed 
within a cone-shaped sheet iron receptacle, 
open at the large end and mounted on a 
spindle, and are rotated over a glowing 
fire until they turn to a full or “ low” 
blue. They are then chilled in oil, aDd 
when cool are rattled in sawdust until 
they arc quite clean and bright The nezt 
process is the grinding of the nibs on 
minute wheel* of fine emery and of corun­ 
dum, and la*tly comes the essential pro­ 
cess that ooniuletes the pen and makes it a 
pen—the slitting of the mbs. This is done 
by a pair of shears acting the same as the 
presses aud punches. Tois splits the steel 
from point to central hole without remov­ 
ing a partióle of material. Tne pens are 
then lecquered, straw or brown, blued cr 
blacked, or left bright, as tne style de­ 
mands, and packed tor the market.

The tenets of the new religion of India 
which is exciting so much attention through 
the world at the present time, is thus set 
forth in a recent address by I’rotap Caun- 
der Mozoomdar, one of the preachers of 
the Brahmo Somaj, who has been recently 
visiting and speakiDg in this corfntry : 
Fifty years ago there was a great voice in 
Bengal calling men to tho worship of the 
one true God. This took root among 
superstitions. All religious reform mekes 
itself concrete. 
Hence the first great 
measure in which the deliverer employed 
himself was iu abolishing the burning of 
widows. The worship of God as a great 
spirit, the author and maker of the uni­ 
verse, was not unknown in ludia. Through 
the symbols of sun, moon and stars the 
Hindoo worshiped God himself. Lmgago, 
when barbarism enshrouded the West, In­ 
dia was enlightened by her philosophy. 
The man who founded the institution of 
Brahminism made a pilgrimage to Europe, 
and three years later died. Everything 
seemed in arms against his teachings. Bat 
tho care of Providence has been strangely 
manifested iu its preservation. Another 
man was raised to carry on the work of 
representing the greatest principles of 
ancient Ionian monotheism. Protestant­ 
ism has always searched, analyzed, and 
destroyed. The greatest argument against 
it is that there is in it the very 
soul of disunion. To the cost of B.-ahmin- 
ism the old books were searched and 
the Vedas read and reread. The young 
men began to ask whether the Vedas were 
to be taken as the utterances of Brahmin, 
Men were sent to study them, and report­ 
ed mnch in them that was good and much 
that “ could not hold water.” So the Ve­ 
das passed away with the customs until 
nuthing definite was left. The second crisis 
came, and people said that after all Brah­ 
minism was going to die. But curiously, 
about 181)0, a youQg man, with several oth­ 
ers, entered the church and infused a new 
spirit. He said that if any religion was tobe 
had it was to be found in faitn, repentance 
and prayer. 
He said when young he 
was brought into communication with tho 
three great spirits, souls or powers—that 
of John the Biptist, repentance ; that of 
Paul, faith ; and that of the sweet prophet 
of Nazareth, of calling God “ Our Father, 
which art in Heaven.” In the character 
of Brahmin wa9 prefigured the character 
of his institution. 
His influences, how­ 
ever, never formed the guiding spirit 
of the movement until about 1800, 
as before stated. 
Previously, Brah­ 
minism was only a philosophy ; thence­ 
forth 
it 
became 
a 
great 
power. 
Tois was first seen in raising woman. The 
Government was asked to pass reformed 
marriage laws. 
Early marriages were 
done away with, and women were brought 
out of their imprisonment in the zenaD»9. 
There have been many protests in former 
times. The first great protest was raised 
by the one called Buddha. There was 
great philosophy iu the pre-hiatoric Budd­ 
histic period, which gradually decayed. 
Much is said of tho great honor in which 
the Hindoos hold animal life just now. 
Before Buddha they were one of the great­ 
est cow killing, flash-eating nations that 
ever lived. It was said that after eating 
the cows and horses at the feasts, by mys­ 
terious utterances and performances they 
were revived. It is said of a young man 
who had a liking for cold meat that he 
carried a piece off in his pccket. The 
next morning when the cattle were be­ 
ing reproduced and revived a piece was 
wanting, and it could not be done. Hence­ 
forth no flesh was ever again eaten. Toe 
young man hid the piece, which grew— 
the flesh into ouions and the bones into 


garlic. Going to the utmost extremes of 
India, the edicts of Buddha are found in­ 
scribed in the everlasting rocks that gird 
tie country round and round. Yet, to 
t -avel the land over, and seek in every vil- 
Dge and corner, not a worshiper of Buddha 
can be found. His religion has departed 
beyond the Himalayas and beyond the 
seas into the outlying islands ai d 
territory. How is it to be accounted for ? 
Why, good and great as it was, it failed tff 
satisfy the instincts of the Buddhistic 
character, India has always lived by its 
idealism, which is spiritual tenderness. 
The instincts of the nation reasserted in 
subsequent times overthrew Buddhism. 
The Brahmins protested against its heart­ 
lessness, coldness and hardness. After the 
freezing process was discarded, love and 
poetry triumphed in every direction. An­ 
other reaction was necessary. Coming 
down the stream of time to when Moham­ 
medanism overran India, a straDge spec­ 
tacle is presented. They brought into the 
country the strict idea of the oneness of 
God. It worked into Brahminism, and to­ 
gether they worked many reforms. The 
great secret of Iudian reform has been the 
union of the soul of man and the spirit of 
God. 
i’eople ask, said the speaker, 
how far the missionaries have suc- 
ieede 1 in ludia. They have educated, en­ 
lightened, and spread around the people 
i> ffuencesof morals, truthfulness, and love. 
The people of India am determined not to 
receive Christ as a European, but as an 
Oriental. 
Through their own national 
philosophy, knowledge, and intelligence 
they must be reached.

THE PERSONAL DUTY OF THE CITIZEN— 
TEL RESPONSIBILITY OF THE RULER. 
We ¡nay not say that the citizen of to­ 
day does not know his duty. But we can 
say with truth that he very often neglects 
it. In fact, the neglect is greater than the 
observance. On the assumption that to 
vote—which is the linal exercise of peace­ 
ful sovereignty—is a duty, and it cannot 
be established that it is not, it is clear that 
citizens violate an obligation of citizenship 
when they neglect it. 
In Chicago the 
recent vote fell short more than one-third 
the total vote according to the register. In 
New York city from B0,000 to 00,000 citi- 
'Zens fail to vote who might easily exercise 
the duty. These non-voters constitute the 
very c ass which, if it voted, would be 
most likely to cast the ballot on the side of 
alean ¡¡ness in sli things. 
There are two principal reasons for the 
neglect complained of—disgust with the 
methods of machine politics and an apathy 
that conics of the disposition to make the 
duty of citizenship subordinate to the 
sellish duties of business. There is, how­ 
ever, another cause related to the former, 
and is found in the seltish and dangerous 
pn ’e of s me men who hold that they can­ 
not bemean themselTes by descent to the 
contests that preface the choice of the 
agents of the people. This class is really 
the most dangerous. The others may be 
roused by appeals ; patriotic impulses will 
inspire them at times, but the selfishly 
proud class is to be driven out of its 
stronghold only when the very existence 
of the Government is menaced and their 
own peace and possessions endangered. 
But the mere act of voting is not the only 
duty of the citizen who desires the perpe­ 
tuity of republican institutions. Prece­ 
dent to that is the necessity for his engaging 
in the methods of preparing for th t exer­ 
cise of the right of suffrage. 
)r. C ocley, in his recent consideration of 
a cognate su bject, treats this question so 
'orcibly th a t we cannot do better than to 
adhere to the line of reasoning he has 
ado p ted . In America the people rule ; they 
are the rig h tfu l source of all authority. 
'Vs they cannot conveniently act in thtir 
in d iv id u al capacities in governing, they 
create tru sts, and to the discharge thereof 
app. n t agents, who act under laws made 
by the pe< -,’.e according to the terms, re­ 
striction s, surrenders and grants of a com­ 
p ac t termed the Constitution. To that ex­ 
tent all p riv ate interests are subordinate 
to the public interest. Law-making under 
such a system is a delicate and difficult 
m atter. There must, then, be willingness 
on the part of each citizen to be taught by 
experience and events. The laws, to be of 
valne, m ust be enforced. It follows that 
every person interested in the system must 
do his d u ty , if the laws are to have any 
v ita lity . 
If th ere w as here one personal ruler, and 
for p riv ate concerns he abandoned the 
w atchfulness he ought to exercise over pub­ 
lic affairs, w e would condemn him, because 
such neglect would be equivalent to con­ 
sen tin g to th e domination of the lawless 
olem ent th a t requires constant vigilance for 
its subordination. So the qualification of 
the ruler is very high, and as here the 
people are th e rulers, theii responsibility is 
very great. Nor, because the ruler is man­ 
ifest through the aggregate expression of 
will, is the personal and individual re­ 
sponsibility of each one contributing to 
that aggregation lessened. If the aggregate 
wisdom and virtue of the people is to rule, 
it must arise out of individual virtue and 
V/iedoni. 
. then, wc n-glect the means employed 


to choose candidates from among whom 
we are to select our agents to give effect to 
the popular will, we really surrender to 
the vicious elements the advantage. The 
responsibility of the citizen, as it never 
leaves him and cannot be laid aside, is 
therefore avoided when he permits the 
pernicious element to control party ma­ 
chinery, and is estopped from objecting 
that he cannot engage in political contests, 
nor yet vote, because the primal things of 
which he complains are wrong—for they 
are wroDg because of his primal neglect. 
Nor when the agents are chosen has a time 
arrived when the citizen can lay by his 
responsibility. He is the sovereign, and 
as such his watchfulness and supervision 
as a wise ruler can have no rest. 
Every 
successive act of the agent must be re­ 
garded as a continual manifestation of the 
will of the citizen. To admit that any of 
the agencies employed to make manifest 
the will of the ruler in a republic can 
fail, is to admit the failure of the system cf 
self-government. 
There are duties, then, incumbent upon 
the citizen which are not, and cannot be, 
prescribed by laws or Constitutions, lor 
laws cannot 1)8 self-executing, and the chief 
executive is the will, seutimeut and voice 
of the people. It is because of this fact 
that an obnoxious law cannot be enforced, 
and that we have what are known as dead 
letters on the statute books, and even in 
the Constitution—for the sentiment of the 
ruler often riBes superior to the written law 
and nullities it. Cooley points out that 
this is true of very many laws, such as that 
against the killing of a human being where 
the peace and virtue of the family of the 
slayer has been invaded, and the laws 
against gaming, etc. In delegating power 
to an officer we do not then relieve our- 
Belves of responsibility, or the necessity for 
that daily supervision which is as much the 
duty of the aggregate, as of the individual 
ruler. 
W e thus come down to the 
verdict the learned scholar reaches : ‘‘The 
cifizen who evades his duties, or leaves 
them to be performed by self-chosen and 
mercenary rulers, is guilty of a crime 
against the State and agaiust free institu­ 
tions in general.” 
There are a score or more of duties in­ 
cumbent upon the citizen that by law he 
cannot prescribe for himself—as the duty 
to aid his agents in enforcing the law ; to 
assist charitable associations in work that 
the State cannot fully accomplish ; to pre­ 
vent crnelty to animals and children ; to 
forbid flagrant violations of the law in his 
presence, and, indeed, to interpose in his 
capacity as a sovereign and arrest the of­ 
fender and turn him over to the agency ap­ 
pointed to punish him. It would often 
seem that citizens who know their duty in 
this regard, evade it on the shallow pre­ 
tense of the absence of the appointed 
officer whose special duty it is to interfere. 
So, too, the making known of infringe­ 
ments of the law and the principles of the 
Government, is a duty of the citizen that 
he can escape by no sort of excuse. It is 
his duly, further, to give countenance, sup­ 
port and aid to voluntary, organized and 
other efforts to reform abuses in the gov­ 
ernment, for if he does not approve and 
support such, he oftenest arrays himself 
on the side of the evil to be sup­ 
pressed by his passive attitude. Cooley 
goes so far in this 
direction as to 
declare that the voluntary organizations to 
preserve public official purity and put 
down corruption are the most effective, 
and in vigor rise, very often, superior to the 
laws. 
Ttiia we knew to be true regarding 
the municipal reforms from time to time 
accomplished in our great cities, and which 
would never have been consummated except 
through the aid given the law by these 
voluntary agencies, and the command of 
the popular voice, expressed frequently by 
the press. For, says the authority already 
quoted, corruption in government has the 
machinery of the law at its back ; it in­ 
vokes the protection of the very ruler that 
makes the law. “ W hen corruption is in­ 
stalled in authority it makes use of the law 
as an instrum ent for perpetuating its 
power, and concerted action of private 
citizens to overthrow misgovernment be­ 
comes a necessity.” 
Carried out to its 
fullness, and with the reserved right of 
the people to hold arms in their dwellings, 
and bear them for public defense, and it 
evolves the highest exercise of authority 
known in a system of self-government, that 
of revolution. 
So, if the people would have a wise and 
a pure government, “ it is not less essen­ 
tial that they should act in their capacity 
of private citizens in cases not prescribed 
by law, but which nevertheless have a di­ 
rect and necessary bearing upon good gov­ 
ernment, than it is that they should cast 
their bailóte for suitable persons in elec­ 
tions or that they should perform jury 
duty ”—which, by the way, the majority 
of so called good citizens seek to evade— 
“ or bear arms when summoned to the de­ 
fense of the State. He who fails to recog- 
oize this obligation, and suffers wrong and 
oppression, aud fraud and dish.ooesty, to 
possess the government,when his influence, 
legitimately exerted, might prevent it, 
should not bo tolerated in complaining of 
consequent injury nor be countenanced in 
the assumption that he is a worthy mem. 
her of a self-governing commonwealth, 
and himself one of its rulers.” 


t h e f a l s e 
p r o p h e t e l m a e d i— w h o 
EE IS AND BIS PRlTiN SIO K S. 
W hile in the year lS82the British troops, 
feebly aided toward the last by the forces 
of the Porte, were engaged in «uppressing 
the revolt of Arabi Pasha against the con­ 
stituted authority represented in the per­ 
son and Council of the Khedive, a rebel­ 
lion that arose some time before was pro­ 
gressing in the remote Egyptian province 
of the Soudan. Neither the British au­ 
thorities nor the Turkish or Egyptian Gov. 
ernmenta gave much attention to it. The 
rebels were far remote »ud scarcely any one 
dreamed of their venturing to approach 
Cairo. The new Minister, Ismail Eyoub 
Pasha, chosen for the Soudan, was selected 
with a view of pacifying that section, since 
he was a native of one of its provinces 
and a mau of wide influence in that re­ 
gion. So far as current history gives us 
any account, however, he has done nothing 
toward quelling tlic Soudan revolt. 
The people of that section unquestion­ 
ably have suffered greatly, not only by the 
neglect of the Egyptian Government, but 
by its direct oppressions, its exorbitant 
levy of taxes and its refusal to protect the 
people in their vested rights as regards 
land and its attachments. The Egyptian 
official^ sent out to the region systemat­ 
ically plundered the people, and ruled with 


a more absolute despotism than the K he­ 
dive himself. Here was sufficient cause in 
itself for a renewal of the long-standing 
revolt, and the time favoring it, it was en­ 
tered upon anew by the tribes of the Sou­ 
dan with a suddenness that surprised the 
whole country, and a vigor that put the 
most trained soldiery at a disadvantage. 
But in all revolts 
there 
must 
be 
a 
leader. 
That 
of 
the 
Soudan 
was 
found 
in 
the person 
of 
a 
boat-builder of Dongola, on the west of the 
Nile, a section at the extreme south of the 
SoudaD. This man, Mohammed Achmet, 
proclaimed himself as the expected Mehdi, 
who is looked for to deliver the people and 
to make the religion Islam (full submission 
to Gad), universal. He was said to bear 
some, if not all, of the physical markB that 
were to identify the true Messiah : as, for 
instance, one arm is much loDger than the 
other. 
The Moslems, it must be recalled, 
believe Mohammed to have been the last 
and the only true Prophet, and while they 
deny the divinity of Jesus, they never 
u^S-T the name of the Saviour without 
adding the reverential words, “ on Him be 
peace.” In the great Mosque at El Me- 
dined, or the second of the sacred 
cities, Medina, there is kept a grave 
for Jesus besiie that of the Prophet, 
and 
it 
is a 
Moslem 
belief 
that 
Christ will one day return to the earth and 
establish everywhere the religion of Mo' 
hammed, who will appear shortly before 
the day of judgment. Achmet, practicing 
upon these, and other superstitions of the 
Moslems, induced them to accept him as 
their leader under the belief that he was 
indeed the successor of Mohammed, and 
the true deliverer of the people. The 
Sultan has always feared an uprising in 
Soudan even more than the Khedive, for 
it bids fair to set a wave of Mohammedan 
revolt in motion that may overwhelm 
both Egypt and Turkey, since a large part 
of the subjects of the Sultan believe him 
to be a usurper of the Caliphate. A year 
ago or more we pointed out that if Achmet 
was not promptly suppressed he might 
gather a strength that would prove irre­ 
sistible to Egyptian and Turkish forces, 
themselves not loyally reliable in large 
part. The events since then have quite 
justified the prediction. 
The False Prophet very soon obtained a 
large following. His soldiery consisted of 
the most fanatical Mohammedans and the 
fataiists of all the Soudan, to whom death 
for the true religion is an assurance of 
eternal raptures in the paradise of the 
faithful. Added to these were African 
cannibals and the outlaws of the continent 
generally. W hat they lacked in the way 
of arms, they made up in numbers and 
reckless disregard of personal danger. He 
met the first force sent against him on the 
Island of Abbas, 200 mileB south of Khar- 
toom, the capital of Soudan. These sol­ 
diers he slew to the lsst man bsfore they 
could use their firearms. 
Achmet then 
withdrew to a mountain retreat, where 
thousand» flocked to his standard, among 
them hundreds of the slave-huntera of the 
W hite Nile, and deputations from the 
many Arab tribes. Soudan itself has but 
1,000,000 people, and can muster but about 
50.000 fighting men, bat African tribes 
sent heavy reinforcements. The Governor 
of Fashoda next went recklessly against 
Achmet with S00 men, but he perished, 
and all his force, save seventy soldiers. In 
Juue, 1SS2, the False Prophet was m et in 
Kordofan district, in which is situated El 
Obeid, by Gieg'er Pasha, the Governor- 
General, with 3,500 Egyptian troops. 
Achmet presented in opposition a force of 
7.000 men,.mainly armed with spears and 
long knives. They attacked the Egyptian 
regulars with such ferocity that they were 
compelled to throw down thr.ir arms and 
tlee, and the greater portion of them was 
destroyed. 
These victories greatly enlarged the 
power of the False Prophet. He knew 
the Egyptian soldiers, being of his religion, 
were not heartily loyal to the Khedive, 
and would fight for him with no deep 
earnestness, while his own followers would 
stand at no sacrifice. His troops were ill- 
fed, ragged, suffered from deprivation of 
ordinary necessities, and practiced on pris­ 
oners taken unheard of barbarities. They 
were such an incongruous multitude, too, 
that nothing but the most absolute belief 
in the superstition that moved them could 
reconcile them to one another, even 
th tir common sufferings under Egyptian 
rule not being sufficient to inspire them 
with a common patriotism. Achmet now 
ruled the Soudan absolutely, and has prac­ 
tically done so ever since—that is to say, 
since about the time of the arrival of the 
English troops in Egypt to suppress Arabi 
Pasha in the summer of 1SS2. 
The British conquest and the return of 
the Khedive to Cairo wsb complete Sep­ 
tember 29, 1SS2, but meanwhile the pre­ 
tended Messiah was gaining ground and 
power, A strung fcrce was sent against 
him at the conclusion of the Arabi Pasha 
farce, and *hc stroDg places on the east 
bunk of the Nile recovered from the im­ 
postor. Hts losses were placed at not less 
than 15,000 souls in the attack he made 
upon the stronghold El Obeid, the capital 
of Kordofan. He invested the place, but 
withdrew after some time to recruit his 
strength and call in new followers from 
Dat'oor and Bahr-el-Gazal. It is estimated 
that during his campaigns to that time the 
False Prophet lost not less than 30,000 
men. He had before the expedition named 
was sent against him seized about all the 
provinces King south and west of Khar- 
toom. Since his defeat in the winter of 
1SS2 very little has been heard of the im­ 
postor. His operations have been desul­ 
tory, and his assaults in the nature of fo­ 
rays. 
Now comes the nows that November 1st 
he defeated the Egyptian army, absolutely 
destroying 7,000 men and leaving but one 
to escape and tell the story of the disaster. 
The idea of the English withdrawing their 
forces from Egypt must now be aban­ 
doned. To do so would be to return the 
country to a state of anarchy. 


COMMON SCHOOL STUDIES. 
It is very easy to suggest reforms—far 
easier than to accomplish them. SomeoDe 
is all the time pottering at the echool sys­ 
tem. If all the patches is pnt upon its 
robes that are proposed, it will resemble 
nothing under the sun, or above the waters. 
One of the new-fangled ideas of the day 
is to introduce industrial training into the 
common school system. In Oakland it is 
being seriously considered, with a view of 
trying the experiment. 
A journal as 
clear-headed as the Oakland Tim o, w ith­ 


out approving the plan, still thinks the 
present school course of study is overloaded 
with non-easentials, and proceeds to say 
that In its view the common school curric- 
ulnm should include only reading, w rit­ 
ing, spelling and the mathematical pro­ 
cesses. 
If 
we 
understood 
exactly 
what 
our 
contemporary 
means 
by 
“ mathematical processes,” we could better 
respond to its peculiar ideas. But, as­ 
suming that it means the fundamental 
rules of arithmetic and not the higher 
branches of mathematics, we are prepared 
to say that the Times' view is one not only 
surprising but altogether indefensible. 
W hy it wishes to send the child of the 
poor man out upon the world with but a 
meager education is not clear. 
VYliy 
should not the poor man s child be taught 
in geography, in the fundamental prin­ 
ciples of physiology—so necessary to a 
proper understanding of the laws of life 
and consequently to correct living and 
happiness? 
W hy deprive the 
child 
whose parents 
cannot afford it 
the 
advantages of 
private instruction 
of 
a knowledge of the principles of natu 
ral 
philosophy. 
W hy shall not the 
son and daughter of the street laborer, 
who pays his tax to the school fund, be 
given the advantages of training in the 
ordinary rules of English composition and 
taught to address another properly in 
writing and in speech ? 
The schools 
are for the people, but not for the 
people 
alone. 
They are 
for 
the 
State. The State has the profoundest in 
terest in having the children fairly well 
informed in those studies that will enable 
them to enter the ordinary trade and busi­ 
ness followings with reasonable knowledge 
of the principles that are applicable and 
constantly in use in nearly all the affairs of 
this life. We would.go much beyond that, 
and have the child taught the fundamental 
principles that underlie a republican form 
of government. Taught not ODly the phy­ 
sical features of his own country, but some­ 
thing of the form of Ub government, and 
the duties of the citizen to the State, and 
of the State to the citizen. It íb essential, 
as we view it, that the ordinary rules rela­ 
tive to the rights of property, and the 
rights of persons, the scheme of the law 
and of police regulations in a free govern­ 
ment, should be taught to the children of 
the land. 


A 8IÜDY FOR SAN FRANCISCO OFFICIALS. 


From Supervising Surgeon-General Ham 
ilton, of the Marine Hospital service of the 
United States, we have the annual report 
of the departm ent for the fiscal year 18S3. 
It is a bulky volume, and very much of it 
is devoted to the consideration of yellow 
fever exclusion. There appear a great 
many papers from assistant surgeons 
in charge at yellow fever ports. 
Their 
testimony is all arrayed against the expres 
sions aud actB of the San Francisco physi­ 
cians on the Beard of Health. The sur­ 
geons unanimously agree that a rigid quar 
antine is the only method for excluding the 
plague. Dr. Hamilton, reviewing their re 
ports, says : “ The history of the epidemic 
of 1S82, and the epidemic of the present 
year, if more evidence were needed, afford 
ample proof o f the ejHcncy o f qwirantine. 
When it fails, it is usually on account of 
laxity and carel-ssness of adm inistration.” 
It must be borne in mind that this opinion 
is based on facts demonstrated in the 
Mexican-Texas and the Florida epidemics. 
Surgeon Spohn, on the Mexican line, de­ 
clares that he proved that a cordon drawn 
around a town in quarantine will prevent 
the spread of the disease, and that quaran­ 
tine is effective. Surgeons W hite, Her­ 
ron and Bouvier demonstrated the same 
facts at Pensacola, though they were re­ 
sisted bitterly by the local authorities, 
who were, however, forced at last to yield. 
Dr. Anderson ha9 a paper in the report 
proving beyond all doubt that Miliview, 
Florida, only escaped the pestilence by 
rigid local quarantine restrictions that shut 
out freight, persons and mails until 
thoroughly and pers:stently futr.ingated, 
and the strictest non-intercourse main­ 
tained. It would be well for the San 
Francisco authorities who think it the 
proper thing to let y»Uow fever patients 
go at large, to study these and the other 
reports in the volume. 
They are very 
much detailed in character, and complete 
as to all necessary proofs. 


MALARIA. 


A paper by a high medical authority, re­ 
cently published, declares that the idea is 
by no means justified by investigation that 
malaria is confined to low, damp soils. Nor 
are the theoretical notions that it is due to 
ar. actual or material poisonous substance 
well founded, nor yet that it has any rela­ 
tion to vegetable organisms or their spores. 
But the current of investigation tends to 
show it exists in varied localities, high and 
low, damp and dry, and the body of opin­ 
ion is growing in volume that there is no 
malarious miasm at all. That, in short, 
malaria is a profound disorganization of the 
nervous mechanism that presides over the 
temperature of the body ; that this upset­ 
ting of the heat regulating center is likely 
to happen anywhere when the body has 
been exposed by day to great solar heat 
and to fatieue, and exposed at sundown 
and at night to tropical or snb-tropical 
chills.

Thk supreme Court of Pennsylvania has decided 
that the Pullman Car Company is responsible for a 
theft from a passenger sleeping in one of their ears. 
This is sensible as well as good law. Why should 
they not be held to the responsibility of an ordinary 
landlord? 
They rent beiths for sleeping pur­ 
poses ; their system compels the sleeper to 
trust his. clothing and valuables to the risks 
of an open car. 
It 
is the duty, there­ 
fore, of the company to guard that car from 
burglars and tnievea The sleeping passenger can­ 
not protect his goods. It is not desirable that he 
should do so. If every passenger slept, weapon in 
hand, and Bhould shoot at whomsoever he suddenly 
found fcelinz about his berth, the likelihood of kill­ 
ing the innocent would be imminent. Car porters 
arc provided, not to remain in the vestibule, but 
to watch the aisles ami see that thieves do not prey 
upon the passengers.

It has heretofore probably been ordered, 
but the employes have not always been vigilant— 
else there would have been no such decision as that 
just made.

U n io n heretofore, but it has been «gain recompiled, and very carefully compared, revieed. 
figure by figure, with the aid of additional records and data to those heretofore at hand, and 
the table ae now presented, which contains some corrections from those previously published, 
may be said, is an absolutely correct recopy of the best records that were kept. The revision 
has been made with great care and patience hy Sergeant Berwick from the records of Dr. T. 
M. Logan, Dr. F. W. Hatch, and those of the United States Signal Service Office. Incases 
where there is a disagreement in the various records, the rainfall for such period has been 
determined by careful comparison of all data obtainable. There has been added to the pre­ 
viously published tables, it will be observed, totals for each month of the year, for each sea­ 
son, for all of the several calendar months during the entire period. The mean is also given 
for all the calendar months, the years and the seasons. The table should therefore be kept 
by those interested in the subject as a valuable and convenient reference :

Mr. De L mg said the bill 
a good one, 
but that to enforce ú soujetuing must be 
done by the dairymen. A detective iuubs be 
employed to ferret out violations of the law. 
and cn uo thi-« money niO't he raised by the 
dairymen iu a one way. 
hail seen pack* 
age;s of oleomargarine marked on ihe head of 
the kf g in exceedingly small type, and as 
soon as the head was removed there wa* 
nothing to wp.ru the purchaser that it was 
noi buttek. He had not seen noiicps posted 
in restaurants, boarding-houses, etc., as re­ 
quired by law Mr. Da Long alluded to the 
c aim ot the oleomargarine men that a State 
law could not interfere with manufacturing 
under a United States patent. There was a 
recent decision of the Courts against that 
view of the case, and he thought there could 
be a law h*d at the next session of the Legis­ 
lature to forbid the manufacture iu this 
Slate. 
Mr. 
Keunlre thought that all inter­ 
ested in the production and sale cf 
dairy goods should be 
compelled 
to 
join the Association and contri rute ^ a 
tuonth’y fee toward ihe expenses of de­ 
tectives and prosecuting lawyers, and then 
the law could be enforced. A greac deal of 
oleomargarine is going out into the lumber 
c»iups. 
The buyer* know what they are 
buying, but thtir customers in boarding­ 
houses are not informed that they are eating 
oleomargarine, as the law provides. If this 
is done, the boarding-house keepers will not 
buv oleomargarine—they will cad for butter. 
Mr. Johnson moved that toe President, 
Secretary and Treasurer ot this Convention, 
togsiher with au equal number of commission 
merchants, act as an Executive Committee, 
to collect money and prosecute the enforce­ 
ment of the law : the committed to have di«- 
cretioaary power. The motion was seconded 
ani carried.

The latter 
is evidently aosurd, as all the data re- 
jeived by 111 from tht-re, places it on the 1st 
October, ultimo, at 40,000 bale*, with 1,000 
>ales of old stock (1882V) on hand, requiring 
ifierefrorri fur home u-e not over 4,000 bale*, 
»nd thereby leaving 37,000 bales f)re.\pjrt 
from the coast for E xtern brewers ano to 
England. Where this vast discrepancy arises 
:s a mjstery. e-pccUliy as ihe acreage in Cali­ 
fornia and Washington Territory was in­ 
creased 100 oar cent., and in Oregon 50 per 
c«*nt. As to Wisconsin, there are uot less 
than 5,000 bales, while the Evatern yarda 
have yielded (instead of 41 a third of a cro p ” 
an stated by the abjve paper) fully 10 per 
cent, more than last year, and which was then 
considered a full average crop, Iu regard to 
England, her crop thi* year i* a fair average 
or former year*, exclusive uf 1882; and as to 
Germany being only “ half a crop,” all re­ 
ports now to iwnd prove the fact that a fair 
average crop has also been gathered there, 
tbua making the world's yield for 1SS3 much 
iu excess of her la.-t year'e, and fully up to 
the average of late years. 
In regard to the “ combination ” on tbs Pa­ 
cific coa*t, we know nothing, but to us it ap­ 
pears among the improbabilities, and 
l Copian ; for, if tae hops be required and 
do not exi»t, the fact would have been known 
and fully demonstrated before this, both in 
Europe and in this country, by a vorac.oun 
demand. I: is well known that a very large 
proper'ion of cur exports to London since 
September la?t have been stored, shuwing 
thereby that the bulk of the shipments have 
U')t gone into the brewer»’ hands. Further­ 
more. in our own country, the demand by 
brewers has been, up to date, very light, and 
which is ur.usn d ac this season of the year. 
The crop of 1882, in this country, was not 
‘Vxhausted ” last September, and is not even 
yet by many thousands of bales. Growers 
h»ve the privilege to hold on for better prices, 
but we think, fiotn past experience and in­ 
formation in hand from the Pacific coast, 
they would bo standing iu their own light in 
attempting, as others did on this side last 
year, to assume the position of speculator*, 
and, when a fair price is offerei to hold off 
for a better market, or to place implicit re­ 
liance on information which too often proves 
not only delusive, bat destructive,

by glacial agency. Such is the 
evidence for New Eoglaud. 
For the region 
north of Pennsylvania and the Ohio river 
direct evidence of such a great depth of 
ice is naturally w anting ; buf, according to 
Ramsay, glacial scratches are num erous 
upon the sum m it of the Uatskill M ountains 
in New York, at an elevation of 2.350 feet 
above the sea.

THE BI9DOO VISITOR. 


In terestin g Interview w ith Mozoomdar, 
the Reformer. 
The Hindoo reformer, Mozoomdar, who 
has been visiting the U nited States, sailed 
on Thursday from San Francisco on the 
City of Peking for Japan, eD route for C al­ 
cutta. 
The San Francisco Call saya : 
On 
the evening previous to his departure, by 
invitation of Dr. Stebbins, at whose house 
Mr. Mozoomdar has been a guest during 
his stay in this city, some th irty or forty 
business men, 
clergyman and hterators 
assembled to hold a parting couversation 
w ith the Oriental Apostle concerning bis 
native land, and bid him farewell. 
The 
scene during the interview was a very pe­ 
culiar one for this latitude. 
A fter the 
chairs placed around the room were all oc­ 
cupied by the elder gentlemen, the others 
sat down on the carpet in the center, E ast­ 
ern fashion, w ith legs crossed, and the 
sw arthy Mozoomdar among them . 
ThuB 
seated they plied him w ith questions con­ 
cerning India, which he answered, one after 
another, for an hour and a half w ith great 
readiness and clearness, interspersing occa­ 
sional sallies of w it and hum or in his re­ 
plies. 
The following may be taken as a 
specimen of the questions and answers : 
“ W hat effect has the P>ritish rule had 
upon the poorer classes in India?” 
“ They have not been benefited as the 
middling classes have, but their condition 
is rather worse than before. 
W e have 
really no niuper class tnere. 
There are 
those who beg, but it is a profession w ith 
them , and they are not necessarily poor. 
The best people in ludia, the scholars, 
teachers, etc., do nothing—they are sup­ 
ported by the free-will offerings of others, 
who consider they are honored by being 
allowed to contribute to their support.” 
“ How do the people subm it to the 
heavy exactions laid upon them by the 
Governm ent ?” 
“ Uncomplainingly for the most part, as 
of an infliction from which there is no pos­ 
sible way of escape. 
The native princes, 
rajahs, live very sum ptuously and enjoy 
heavy incomes. 
(Dr. Stebbins m entioned 
th at a daughter of Chunder Sen, the head 
of the Brahma Somaj—a poor man, having 
only for his support such voluntary con­ 
tributions as m ight be made by his people 
— married, not long ago, one of these na­ 
tive princes, who has an income amounting 
to over $1,000,000 a year.) 
“ To w hat extent has the A ct of 1S72, 
recognizing civil marriages, been taken ad­ 
vantage of by the people ?” 
“ Only by the Brahmas. 
Before th a t 
their m arriages were nominally illegal, and 
their children, of course, legally illegiti­ 
mate. The A ct was iu their behalf and for 
their benefit. 
But it may, and we hope 
will, prove the entering wedge for general 
civil marriageB.” 
“ W hat can you tell us of the Theosophic 
movement iu 
C alcutta, 
under M adame 
Blavatsky and Colonel O lcutt ?’’ 
“ N othing favorable.” 
“ W hat effect did Joseph Cooke have 
upon your people ?” 
" I think they were disappointed in him. 
He wae very loud.” 
(General laughter.) 
“ And how great is the inriuenee of the 
Christian missionaries generally upon the 
m ultitudes of India ?” 
“ N ot very much. I said this iu Chicago, 
and Dr. Scudder differed w ith me, but I 
think I was right. 
Their attitude, with 
a few exceptions, and those not amoDg the 
most able and talented of them , is too an ­ 
tagonistic and unappreciative to be w in­ 
ning and effective. 
They see no good in 
the Hindoo religion, 
and denounce 
it 
wholesale w ith bitterness. 
This excites 
opposition. 
Dr. Duff, one of the ablest 
and most zealous oi them , was also one of 
the most denunciatory. 
They m ust take 
a more courteous and conciliatory course 
before they will make a strong impression 
on the mass of the people. 
Of courBe they 
count on a good many single converts, but 
they are but as a drop in the oceau. 
The 
masses are not favorably affected as y e t.” 
“ W hat is the m agnitude of the B rah­ 
man reform movement, iu its present pro­ 
portions, compared w ith the unaffected part 
of the population ?” 
“ Alm ost infinitiB m al—it is bu t t h e littl e 
m u s t a r d cee d—but m ay y e t d e v e lo p in t o a 
tr e e which sh all be fo r t h e h e a lin g of t h e 
n a t i o n . ” 
Dr. Stebbins—Can C hristianity supplant 
or overcome Hindooism by aggression ; 
“ Never, but it may affect it much in the 
way of reform. 
Hindooism will hold its 
own, but it ought to be, and in the end will 
be, modified, lifted up and purified by 
Cnristian influence.” 
W ith regard to his countrym en, Mr. Mo­ 
zoomdar said th at for genius and learning 
there were m any in India who were fully 
the peers, in his opinion, of the greatest 
men in England or America. 
The ques­ 
tion took a wide range, and the answers 
given were frequently greeted w ith ex­ 
pressions of satisfaction on the part of the 
auditors. 
Dr. StebbinB reluctantly brought 
the formal conversation to a close by in v it­ 
ing the gentleman into the adjoining room, 
where a collation had been prepared. 
As 
the hour of 11 approached they took their 
leave of their host and of his Hindoo 
guest, wishing the latter a safe and pleas­ 
ant voyage eastw ard. 


A REMARKABLE CAVE IN DEVONSHIRE. 


C u r io u s C u sto m s 
in 
S a x o n y . 
In a 
letter from W ittenberg the w riter says : 
“ W hatever religious freedom the reform a­ 
tion of M artin Luther gave to women of 
Saxony, the peasant women are still occa­ 
sionally seen harnessed with a cow to draw 
a load, and more frequently w ith a dog. 
I saw it in the m arket of W ittenberg and 
other places. 
The upper classes, however, 
w’alk proudly along arm in arm w ith a 
brother, or husband, or lover. 
W ittenberg 
is the oddest, oldest, most lifeless town in 
Saxony. 
The peasantry came in Sunday 
afternoon to attend the fair : they came in 
great square wicker baskets set on wheels 
w ithout springs. 
They are draw n by one 
horse fastened on one side by a tongue, 
which threatens to run into everything. 
The collar rises a foot or tw o from the 
horse’s neck ; women and all climb in over 
the tongue and front seat to the back seat, 
which hangs from the side of the wagon 
by straps. 
It sways gently from side to 
side as well as backward and forward. 
This is the better class ; most of tbeu^ sit 
on boxes, which give the sitter every js r.” 


The opening illustrated article in the De­ 
cember Century is a description of Devon­ 
shire, entitled “ The Fairest County in 
England,” by Francis Gsorge H eath. 
Of 
K ent’s Cavern, in the vicinity of Torquay, 
a remarkable cave consisting of a great ex ­ 
cavation in the Devonian limestone, tho 
w riter says: “ I t is entered by a narrow 
passage some seven feet wide and only five 
feet in bight. 
The central cavern, which 
is almost 600 ’feet long, has a num ber of 
smaller caverns or corridors leading out 
from it. Its farther extrem ity is term inated 
by a deep pool of water. 
In the bed of 
this cavern modern research has been re ­ 
warded by some deeply interesting discov­ 
eries. 
Over the original earth-bottom of 
the cave is a bed or layer of considerable 
thickness, in which are contained strange 
m ixtures of hum an with the bones of the 
elephant and the rhinoceros, the hyena,the 
bear and the wolf, interm ingled w ith stone 
and flint tools, arrow and apear heads, and 
fragm ents of coarse pottery. 
The animal 
remains testify to the presence in the an ­ 
cient forests of Britain of beasts of prey 
which long since have become instinct. 
Speculation may be exhausted in the en­ 
deavor to account for the curious in ter­ 
mingling in this cavern of the remains of 
hum an beings and of wild animals. 
The 
place may have been used for shelter suc­ 
cessively by man and by the lords of the 
fo rest; or, as the presence of the rude 
weapons of man m ight seem to indicate, 
the beasts of the field may have been 
brought into this natural recess as trophies 
of the chase, and their flesh and skins used 
for purposes of food and clothing. 
N oth­ 
ing less than the most persevering and en­ 
thusiastic search could have discovered the 
interesting remains which, for a vast period 
of tim e, had been buried in this retreat ; 
for the fossils were covered by a thick floor 
of 
stalagm ite which had been formed, 
there can be no doubt, by great blocks of 
limestone which had fallen from tim e to 
tim e, extending over a very lengthened pe­ 
riod, from the roof of the cavern, and had 
become cemented into one mass by the 
perpetual percolations of lime w ater from 
above.” 


The owner of an extensive sheep range 
near Ubico informed a Record stribe tbe other 
day that the skeleton of a man was recently 
found in camp by a herder. 
The herder had 
commenced to dig a hole for the purpose of 
burying a bear trap, when he imeartbed the 
remains. 
The bones were badly decayed, 
showing that they had been buried many 
years.
